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Burglars targeted home 
as family slept upstairs 


We want our precious photos 
back, says pregnant mum

A PREGNANT woman says she 
and her family feel “violated” 
and afraid to be in their own 
home after burglars broke in 
while they slept. 

Helen Cooney, 29, her hus¬ 
band, Ron, 34, and their 
17-month-old son, Rowan, 
were asleep upstairs at their 
home in Brooke Grove, off 
Beresford Road, Ely, when it 
was burgled in the early hours 
of Monday morning. 

Helen, who is five months 
pregnant, and Ron, who is in 
the USAF, based in Mildenhall, 
woke up at around 7.30am to 
discover hundreds of pounds 
worth of valuables had been 
stolen. 

The couple, who have lived at 
the property for around two 
years, are pleading for help to 
get their items back - particu¬ 
larly their “irreplaceable” pho¬ 
tographs which were on a 
MacBook Pro taken by the bur¬ 
glars. 

Helen, who works at Subway 
in Ely’s High Street, said: “We 
feel violated. The fact that 
someone, or more than one 
person, has been inside our 
home and helped themselves 
to our things while we, and our 
little boy, were asleep upstairs 


is awful. I feel on edge. Every 
single noise I hear, I panic. I 
actually feel afraid to be in my 
own home, yet at the same 
time I don’t want to leave the 
house just in case something 
else happens. It’s a horrible, 
horrible feeling.” 

The offenders, who the cou¬ 
ple believe entered the house 
via a rear patio door, made off 
with the MacBook Pro, a 
Fujitsu camera, a Ted Baker 
purse containing cash and 
bank cards, and a wallet, 
which contained around £35 
cash, bank cards and ID docu¬ 
ments. 

They also made off with a 
burgundy colour Cambridge 
Satchel Company leather 
handbag. The bag is a Downing 
Street limited addition, has 
navy blue detailing, as well as 
Helen’s initials, HSC, featured 
on it. 

Helen said: “We’ve got my 
purse back. That was found 
abandoned in Teasel Drive, 
although everything had been 
emptied out of it. 

“My passport which was 
inside my handbag was also 


dumped but the rest is still 
missing. 

“Obviously some valuable 
things were stolen and we’d 
like them back but the main 
things we want back are the 
photographs that are on my 
MacBook. 

“There are photographs of 
our wedding, of Rowan as a 
baby, of Christmas - all photo¬ 
graphs which are irreplaceable 
to us yet worthless to anyone 
else. 

“My message to whoever bur¬ 
gled us would be that you can 
keep the other things but 
please just give me the photo¬ 
graphs back. 

“Put them on a disk or a 
memory stick and post them 
through my door - after all you 
know where I live. I’m even 
willing to offer a reward.” 

A spokesman for 
Cambridgeshire Police said: 
“We are investigating a break- 
in at a home in Brooke Grove, 
Ely. 

“Anyone with any informa¬ 
tion should call police on 101 
or Crimestoppers on 0800 
555111.”

High Flyer is in 
administration

A POPULAR pub and restau¬ 
rant in Ely has been placed in 
administration. 

The High Flyer, in Newnham 
Street, is one of 49 Orchid Pub 
and Restaurants Limited ven¬ 
ues which have been officially 
placed into administration. 

More than 930 people are 
employed in the various loca¬ 
tions across the country. 

However, Ernst and Young 
LLP, which is the appointed 
administrator, is assuring 
people that the High Flyer, 
and all the other premises, 
will continue to trade “with¬ 
out interruption” until a 
buyer is found. 

Alan Hudson, Angela 
Swarbrick and Craig Lewis, 
all from Ernst and Young, 
have been appointed as the 
joint administrators.

Mr Hudson said: “The pub 
and restaurant industry has 
faced increased challenges 
over recent years as consum¬ 
ers’ disposable income has 
been squeezed resulting in a 
significant fall in discretion¬ 
ary spending. 

“These challenging condi¬ 
tions have led to a decline of 
sales across the Orchid Pubs 
and Restaurants Limited 
portfolio and resulted in 
these 49 pubs and restaurants 
being unable to continue to 


operate outside of adminis¬ 
tration. 

“The pubs and restaurants 
will continue to trade without 
interruption as a going con¬ 
cern while we seek to find a 
buyer. 

“We are keen to stress that 
customers will continue to 
enjoy the high standard of 
food, drink and service on 
offer across the portfolio.” 

It is understood that the 
Spirit Pub Company had been 
planning to acquire between 
12 and 15 leases operated by 
Orchid, on which it is guaran¬ 
tor, before they were placed 
into administration. 

Mitchells and Butlers (M&B) 
acquired the majority of the 
Orchid portfolio (173 sites) 
earlier this month in a £266 
million deal. 

Nobody from the High Flyer 
was available to comment. 


Inquest into death of 
man found in river 

A MAN whose body was found in the river in 
Sutton has been named. 

David Sherlock, 54, of The Southerns, 
Sutton, was found in a stretch of water at 
River Bank, Sutton, just before 5.30am on 
Saturday, June 14. 

An inquest into Mr Sherlock’s death has 
been opened and adjourned pending further 
enquiries. The cause of death is provisionally 
given as drowning, awaiting toxicology 
reports. 

A spokesman for Cambridgeshire Police 
said that Mr Sherlock was reported missing 
from home at 5am and that his death is not 
being treated as suspicious.

“It was perhaps our best ever 
Etheldreda Parade, 
celebrating the foundation of 
our great cathedral and city. 

“The mayor, town crier and 
bishop, along with a great 
crowd of followers, enjoyed 
the story of Etheldreda, 
re-enacted in drama, with 
music by the Ely Waits and 
Ely Imps, as we made our way 
up from Jubilee Gardens to 
the site of Etheldreda’s shrine 
in the cathedral.

‘We’ll do more to 
engage’ - mayor 


ELY’S mayor has spoken out 
over the controversy sur¬ 
rounding the City Council - 
and agrees more should be 
done to “engage with the 
people”. 

Cllr Lis Every, who is chair of 
the city council, says there is 
a selection process for 
appointing members on to 
the authority and that “noth¬ 
ing is being kept private”. 

Cllr Every, who is both a city 
and district councillor for Ely, 
says, however, that the city 
council should do more to 
engage with local residents. 

In recent weeks residents 
have been calling for new 
members of the city council 
to be elected by a public vote 
instead of being selected via a 
majority vote from fellow 
members, which is what cur¬ 
rently happens. 

The city council cannot 
confirm when an election last 
took place, but it is thought 
that there has not been one 
for around 20 years. 

Under section 82 of the

Local Government Act 1972, 
the council is only required to 
hold an election if 10 or more 
residents request that one 
takes place. However, it could 
still choose to hold one. 

Speaking to Ely News, Cllr 
Every said: “I want to assure 
residents that the only reason 
there hasn’t been an election 
for some time is because 
there hasn’t been the need for 
one. If more people applied to 
become city councillors and 
more residents formally 
asked us to hold an election 
I’m sure we would. 

“A lot of people have accused 
the city council of being very 
private and creating some 
sort of clique but that is 100 
per cent not the case. 

“When I first joined, new 
members were simply 
appointed without us even 
meeting them or knowing 
who they were - all we had 
was paperwork. 

“We recently changed 


things and now we ask all the 
candidates to give us a little 
presentation. It means we 
know them and we’ve been 
overwhelmed with the quali¬ 
ty of the candidates. 

“We’ve got some fantastic 
members with some fantastic 
skills and we are a team. We 
are doing things for Ely.” 

Cllr Every added: “I agree 
we need to do more to engage 
with the people and to let 
them know who we are. 

“We’ve recently set up a new 
communications and PR 
working party to improve 
both our internal and exter¬ 
nal communications, so I’d 
like to think this will help. 

“Some people have also sug¬ 
gested our website is 
improved with photographs 
and information about each 
member, and I agree. The dis¬ 
trict council does it and so 
should we, so we are working 
on this.”

Former pub landlord and inde¬ 
pendent candidate Gerard Hobbs 
polled 80 votes to come fifth and 
Labour’s Fiona Ross came last with 
71 votes.

Growers in Barway, a Soham Town 
Councillor and a local magistrate, 
said: “I’m obviously very pleased to 
have won and would like to thank 
everyone for their fantastic support. 

“For me, it’s very much a matter of 


getting straight to business and I’m 
certainly going to work hard. 

“My main two priorities are get¬ 
ting the Southern Bypass built and 
re-opening Soham Railway Station. 

“Neither of these projects are going 
to happen overnight, and we all 
know that, but both are desperately 
needed and I’m going to continue 
putting pressure on the relevant 
bodies. 

“We know that the line between 
Ely and Soham needs to be dualled 
before the station can be re-built 
and Network Rail has told us that 
funding will not allow that to be 
completed until 2017 at the earliest. 

“However, we can still put pres¬ 
sure on them to make sure we are on 
the priority list. 

“As far as the bypass is concerned, 
all the boxes are ticked - it’s just a 
case of English Heritage’s appeal 
being heard now. It’s a no brainer - 
we need it.” 

The turnout for the by-election 
was 20.5 per cent and there were 
four spoiled ballot papers. 

The last district council by-elec¬ 
tion was held in Sutton earlier this 
year which had a 33 per cent turn¬ 
out.

Primary school: 
plans submitted 


MULTI-MILLION pound 
plans to build a new primary 
school in Ely have taken a 
major step forward. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council has now applied for 
planning permission to build 
the new school in the north of 
the city on land off Cam Drive 
- where thousands of new 
homes will soon be built. 

The plans for the new facili¬ 
ties, which will be called the 
Isle of Ely Primary School, 
involve building a 630-place 
primary school, a 52-place 
early years facility, a new out 
of school club, as well as new 
outdoor teaching areas, play 
space, sports pitches, car 
parking and landscaping. 

In a statement to planners at 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council, the county council 
said: “The proposed three- 
form entry (630 children) pri¬ 
mary school is situated on the 
site in such a way that it forms

a sheltered courtyard. 

“The location, to the west¬ 
ern side of the site, as identi¬ 
fied in the masterplan, posi¬ 
tions the new school closer to 
the Ely catchment area. 

“The main entrance for 
the primary school 
and pre-school face 
onto the semi public 
school square.” 

The council says 
the central court¬ 
yard is “surrounded 
on three sides, pro¬ 
viding a sheltered con¬ 
trolled area for external 
teaching activities” and that 
there will be an emphasis on 
“creating places of character 
with distinctive neighbour¬ 
hoods and public realm, 
encouraging people to walk 
and cycle”. 

The building itself will also 


be eco-friendly, with solar 
roof panels, heat recovery 
ventilation units and daylight 
presence detectors. 

As previously reported, the 
Active Learning Trust (ALT) 
has been chosen to set up and 
run the new school, which is 
being built to cater for the 
city’s ever-increasing 
shortage of primary 
school places. 

Its head, Bryony 
Surtees, has also 
been appointed. 

Bryony, who lives in 
Littleport, is current¬ 
ly head at Cambridge’s 
newest school 
Chesterton Primary 
School - which opened its 
doors last September. 

She will be head of both 
schools once Ely’s has 
opened.

PLANS to build a new 
multiplex Cineworld in Ely will 
be the subject of a public 
exhibition next week. 

Cambridge-based Turnstone 
Estates Ltd - the firm behind 
the £15 million proposals - is 
unveiling the plans at the 
exhibition at Ely College, in 
Downham Road, on Tuesday, 
July 1. 

Back in April, Turnstones 
announced that East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council had appointed them 
as the developer for a new 
Cineworld-anchored leisure 
village on land off Downham 
Road.

ELY College's £2.5 million 
new science centre has been 
officially opened. 

Duncan Slater, one of Prince 
Harry’s Heroes who, with a 
team of other injured service¬ 
men and women, walked to 
the South Pole in 2013, visited 
Ely to formally open the state- 
of-the-art facilities. 

Duncan, together with staff, 
students and invited guests, 
enjoyed a tour of the building 
before interacting and chat¬ 
ting with students engaged in 
a range of classroom experi¬ 
ments, including rocket build¬ 
ing, extracting DNA from 
bananas, and creating an 
iodine clock. 

Ben Gibbs, chair of governors 
at the school, said: “The teach¬ 
ing of science in schools is all 
about inspiring young people 
through the wonders of the 
world around them, and 
engaging them in the idea that 
we have the ability to change 
that world for the better. 

“Duncan is walking proof of 
the amazing ability of science 
to make what was previously 
impossible possible, but more 


than that, he is himself a truly 
inspiring role model for our 
students.” 

Having served in the RAF for 
more than a decade, Duncan 
was in Afghanistan in July 
2009 when an Improvised 
Explosive Device (IED) blew 
up under his vehicle. The only 
unbroken part of his body was 
his right arm. 

After a year of rehabilitation, 


medics decided that Duncan 
needed to have both legs 
amputated if he was to walk 
pain free again. And yet three 
years later, he took part in one 
of the world’s most gruelling 
challenges - walking 335km 
over 16 days in temperatures 
as low as -35 degrees centi¬ 
grade. 

The college’s science centre, 
funded by the Education 


Funding Agency following a 
successful bid by the school in 
2012, was completed last 
November. It is the first part of 
the college’s whole campus 
development plan, the next 
stage of which - a new ‘face’ 
for the college, including thea¬ 
tre, dining area, library and 
classrooms - is well under way 
and ready for completion in 
November.

Residents 
plead for 
path to be 
maintained 


A WELL-USED public footpath in 
Ely has not been maintained 
since last summer - and frustrat¬ 
ed residents are demanding 
action. 

The footpath which runs from 
the junction of The Vineyards and 
Vineyard Way and along the back 
of some properties in Bell Holt to 
Springhead Lane is used by many 
residents, dog walkers and shop¬ 
pers. 

But residents say the route, 
which is the responsibility of 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council, has not been 
maintained since last 
August - and that it is 
now becoming unusa¬ 
ble. 

The council says it has 
not received any com¬ 
plaints about the state of 
the path but David 
Dowling, of Springhead 
Lane, says he has complained 
many times. 

He said: “I have called the coun¬ 
cil many times to ask for the foot¬ 
path to be cleared of weeds, and I 
know other residents have to, so 
the council is talking nonsense. 

“The path is now pretty much 
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unusable as the grass, nettles and 
thistles are knee-high. It’s not fair 
as so many people use it. 

“I’d clear it myself but then I’d get 
in trouble as it’s the council’s land. 

“It’s ridiculous - if the county 
council isn’t interested in looking 
after it then the district or city 
council should take it on instead.” 

A Vineyard Way resident, who 
did not want to be named, 
said: “I used to walk my dog 
down that footpath every¬ 
day but haven’t been able 
to for the last few weeks 
as the nettles are too 
high. 

“This is a footpath just 
a stone’s throw from the 
city centre - not one in 
the back of beyond. The 
council needs to sort it as a 
priority.” 

A spokesman for the county 
council said: “The local highways 
officer has received no complaints 
about this path. 

“He will visit the area to inspect 
it and take any necessary action 
required.”

A BAND is using its love of 
rock music to raise much- 
needed awareness and funds 
for people with autism. 

The 142’s is a popular three- 
piece rock band made up of 
Bernie Sawford, Drew Keen 
and Andy Barlow, all of whom 
live in the Ely area. 

The 142’s have been enter¬ 
taining the crowds at parties 
and events for some time but 
it was earlier this year that 
they came up with a new con¬ 
cept - the Autism Rocks 
Roadshow. 

Through the initiative, 
which has been endorsed by 
hit British reggae/pop band, 
UB40, they are helping to 
raise awareness and funds for 
the autism charity, Anna 
Kennedy Online. 

The inspiration behind the 
initiative is 13-year-old 
Gideon Wells, who is autistic 
and lives in Soham. 

Bernie, who is a bass guitar¬ 
ist and vocalist in the band, 
and works as a taxi driver for 
A10 Taxis in Ely, drives Gideon 
to and from school each day. 

Bernie, 59, said: “When I 


first met Gideon it used to 
take two or three people to 
physically get him into school 
and his journey to school was 
very distressing for him. 

“Now, he’s happy, comforta¬ 
ble and walks himself into 
school unattended. It’s all 
about routine and reassur¬ 
ance. 

“Gideon is the first person 
with autism who I’ve had 
close dealings with and he is 
the reason we’re going out of 
way to help others with the 
condition.” 

The fact the roadshow has 


been endorsed by UB40 
means that anyone, anywhere 
in the world, can raise aware¬ 
ness about autism - and funds 
for the charity - by either 
booking The 142’s to perform 
at a local charity event or by 
simply registering with the 
band to secure permission to 
use the Autism Rocks 
Roadshow logo at their event. 

The band’s first event was 
held in April in Stuntney and 
raised £500 in one night. For 
more information, visit www.

SOUTH East Cambridgeshire 
MP Sir Jim Paice is backing 
calls for improved services for 
people with rare and complex 
conditions.

Help on offer to be greener 


A BUSINESSMAN is urging residents 
to take advantage of new Government 
energy efficiency grants which are 
available to them. 

The new Green Deal Home 
Improvement Fund provides a grant of 
up to £6,000 covering 75 per cent of the 
cost of either internal or external wall 
insulation - and for those on mains 
gas, a grant of £1,000 is available for 
replacing an old gas boiler. 

Other improvement measures worth 
up to £1,000 include replacing single- 
glazed windows, cavity wall insula- 
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tion, flat roof and floor insulation. 

New homebuyers who have moved 
into their homes in the last 12 months 
will also receive a £500 bonus if they 
carry out some energy improvement 
measures. 

Peter Bates, who is managing direc¬ 
tor of The 80percent Hub, a not-for- 
profit energy saving advice and assess¬ 
ment organisation based in Ely, fears 
not enough people are aware of what 


grants they could be entitled to and is 
urging residents and landlords to take 
advantage of the fund. 

He said: “These renewable systems 
are becoming popular in rural parts of 
Cambridgeshire and the payments are 
even available for installations that 
were put in after July 15, 2009. 

“However, in order to claim for the 
payments all properties need a Green 
Deal Assessment to be done. 

“Switching energy company only 
goes part way to reducing energy costs. 
All householders need to consider 


whether they can increase the energy 
efficiency of their homes and switch to 
renewable heating systems. 

“Householders need to think ahead 
during the warm summers, rather 
than leaving it until it gets colder. 

“After all, home improvements are 
probably the third most important 
decision that people need to make, 
after buying a house and a car.”

Badly bullied and severely weakened by swine flu, teenager 
Saffra Monteiro turned to writing as an escape - and is now 
a published author. She tells Emma Higginbotham her story. 


PETITE and pale-skinned, Saffra Monteiro is 
almost doll-like in her prettiness. With her 
flowing hair and delicate features, she’s regularly 
called upon for modelling assignments, and just 
so happens to be a published author too: her first 
novel, Destiny Falls, came out earlier this year. 

But the half-Portuguese 19-year-old, who lives in 
Swaffham Prior with her parents and older 
brother, has a backstory that would make a book 
in itself. Badly bullied at school and still weak 
from a devastating illness, she spends much of her 
time alone. 

“I’m not a normal teenager; I don’t drink alcohol 
and, with my health issues, I’ve never gone out 
and partied,” says Saffra. “I’m a bit of a recluse 
really. I’d rather sit in a room and write by myself 
with my own characters; characters that I know 
aren’t going to start being nasty to me.” 

Saffra was 14 when the bullying began. “It was a 
gang of girls who just had it in for me,” she says. 
“They just absolutely couldn’t stand me. 

“I was much chubbier back then, so it could have 
been to do with that, and I was a bit of a teacher’s 
pet; I’ve always got good grades. My mum said 
‘You’re quite pretty too, and girls get jealous’.” 

It started with name-calling - “They’d call me 
show-off, bitch, teacher’s pet, and say ‘Oh, you 
think you’re so cool’” - but over the course of two 
years the abuse became ever more physical. “They 
tried pushing me in the road, would pull my hair, 
push me in the corridor, rip up my essays, and 
they kicked my leg, over and over again. 

“I talked to my mum, but I started getting so 
depressed that I would come home and just eat 
lots of rubbish food, and then I’d just sit and cry. I 
felt like it was my fault I was being bullied, and it 
didn’t take long before I started self-harming. 

“I’d knock my arms against the wall, then I 
started using razors: I would just pick at my arms, 
taking out little chunks of my skin. I thought it was 
going to make me feel better. But it didn’t, and I 
stopped very quickly, after about a week. Also my 
mum found out; she was devastated and that 


made me so upset. Anything that upsets my mum, 

I will stop, no matter what it is.” 

Instead, Saffra turned to more creative ways to 
express her sadness. “I started writing whatever 
came into my head at the time; I used to write 
poems about pain and bullying, and do little 
drawings of girls with tears and cut arms. 

“It helped me. It’s kind of like therapy, isn’t it? 
And I was in an acting group through secondary 
school, which probably saved me because I loved 
everyone in the group. It was just a way to escape.” 

Yet the bullying continued. “Fourteen all the way 
to 16 was just hell, and I had lots of thoughts about 
killing myself,” says Saffra. “I had nightmares, I 
didn’t sleep. I was scared. It was like being in a 
prison and I couldn’t wait to leave.” 

Hoping for a fresh start, Saffra began her A-levels 
at Long Road in 2010. But her new-found 
happiness didn’t last long: “On Christmas Eve, I 
went to see my doctor and get some routine 
medication, and this guy next to me just coughed 
and spluttered all over me. The next day, 

Christmas Day, I collapsed and had a fit.” 

It transpired that Saffra had contracted swine 
flu, “and I don’t remember anything for four weeks 
after that, because I was in Addenbrooke’s in 
intensive care, going in and out of consciousness 
and having seizures. 

“The doctor told my mum that I could deteriorate 
very quickly; they didn’t think I was going to 
survive at one point. I lost about 25kg [nearly four 
stone] because I could hardly eat anything. I was 
really ill.” 

Six weeks later Saffra was discharged, but after a 
week she deteriorated again. “So I went back in for 
two weeks, and then I was in and out, in and out. 
Addenbrooke’s was like a second home. 

“I was devastated because I’d just got over the 
bullying. I suppose I was quite weak and tired, and 
when the swine flu attacked me I just got so ill so 
quickly that half the time I wasn’t very aware of 
much. I couldn’t move; I relied on the nurses to do 
everything.”

For months, Saffra had to cope with fits, 
blackouts, weakness and pain. She’s been left 
with lasting nerve damage, and an 
abnormally fast heart rate. “I also have a 
vertebrae in my spine that’s twisted from a 
fall I had, where the back of my neck hit a 
radiator. At my worst point, in my last year at 
Long Road, I was collapsing six times a week. 
I’ve had over 14 concussions. 

“I still managed to get As in my A-levels, 
though,” she smiles. “I had surgery to remove 
my gall bladder just before my psychology 
exam, and I still got an A.” 

Today, Saffra continues to have regular 
check-ups at Addenbrooke’s, “but the fits 
have stopped, which is great, and I’ve stopped 
collapsing. And I’m doing more exercise now: 

I do belly dancing, which definitely helps. But 
some days I’m still just too poorly; sometimes 
I’ll just be at home in a dark room with 
migraines, being sick. 

“The worst thing is I’ve got nerve damage to 
my vegus nerve, so it means that I can’t 
tolerate very much food or drink. I’m sick 
daily, usually in the evening, which is why I 
look so gaunt. But I’m used to it now, I 
suppose. That’s what I say to everyone: when 
you get used to something, it’s not so bad. 

“But I don’t like Christmas any more,” she 
adds with a little laugh. “The two 
Christmases after it happened I was also in 
hospital, so I don’t like it at all! It just brings 
back bad memories. I prefer just to go skiing 
in the Alps now. And that’s where my book’s 
set, because I love the French Alps.” 

Saffra originally had the idea for the story 
when she was 15, “but with everything going 
on I didn’t have time to start writing it. And 
then obviously with the swine flu, you can’t 
really write when you’ve got headaches and 
you’re seeing double. So I started writing it 
when I’d just turned 17, and it took two years. 

“To begin with I didn’t think I’d get it 
published, because obviously being a rookie 
it’s very hard, especially when you’re quite 
young. Most writers are a bit older than 19!” 
But after sending it to 20 publishers, local 
company Pegasus snapped it up, “which was 
really exciting”. 

Destiny Falls follows the story of Solena, a 
competitive skier and leader of a search and 
rescue unit. “Her dad died in an avalanche 
when she was much younger, and she can’t 
really cope with it. She starts seeing people in 
the forest, and thinks she’s going a little bit 
mad, and then she starts doing some 
investigation into her dad’s life... 

“There’s jealousy, love, and some very evil 
characters,” she adds. “There’s quite a lot of 
twists in the book; you think someone’s really 
trustworthy, and then they turn out to be an 
absolute fraud.” 

Destiny Falls is the first of a trilogy; the 
second book is underway, and Saffra aims to 
have it published for spring 2015. “I’m about 
halfway through the first draft,” she says. “I 
write when I can. I like writing in the 
mornings, because by the afternoons I get 
quite tired.” 

But when she’s not writing - and when she’s 
well enough - Saffra loves nothing more than 
her modelling assignments. “I started doing it 
for the confidence boost after all the bullying 



and the health issues. To begin with I was 
like ‘Why would anyone want to have me in a 
picture?’ and then I saw the photos and think 
Actually I look quite sexy in that’,” she 
laughs. “No, it’s fun. I like being pampered 
and dressed up.” 

At just 5ft 2in, Saffra is on the small side to 
be a model, “so most of my work is for my 
hair, because it’s really long: I’ve modelled for 
Toni and Guy and done bridal styling. I’ve 
also done book covers, belly dancing 
websites and petite clothing ranges, because 
I’m way too small to be a catwalk model. 
They’d have to put me on massive wedges to 
make me look tall!” 

But much as she enjoys it, Saffra admits 
that her heart lies in writing. “I really hope 
that the book takes off, and what I really 
want to happen is for it to be made into a 
film, because that’s how I originally thought 
about it,” she says. “It’s very visual; it would 
make a good film.” 

So in spite of everything that’s happened to 
her, has her life actually turned out better 
than she could have hoped?” Saffra laughs. “I 
don’t really know where I would have ended 
up if I hadn’t been bullied or ill,” she muses. 
“No, I don’t think I would have ended up 
doing all this if I hadn’t been. 

“I had to thank them on a radio interview 
the other week. I said ‘Well actually if any of 
the bullies are listening, thank you, because 
you’ve made me a much tougher person’. I 
can cope with much more now.”

Being 

Blunt 


THE problem with James Blunt is, one moment 
you’re warming to him and the next he’s telling 
you how BMW offered him a car for a year to 
feature it in one of his videos. 

Blunt's always been a bit of an odd one. Since 
his crooning 2004 breakthrough single, You're 
Beautiful, press coverage has swerved wildly - as 
has public opinion. Mums love him, for teenage 
girls he's guilty-pleasure fodder only, if at all, and 
for anyone else dumb enough to care about what 
people think of their music taste, he's laughable. 

It's almost too easy to slate him: there's the 
plummy accent, the yacht parties, the bikini- clad 
girls, the saccharine ballads, the silly lyrics, the 
Ibiza villa complete with basement club ("Blunty's 
Nightclub Where Everybody's Beautiful" - 
seriously), the awkward TV appearances... I could 
go on. 

But he's had an unexpected turnaround in 
the last year. It started with the release of the 
dangerously catchy Bonfire Heart from his fourth 
album, Moon Landing, and it took on a whole life 
of its own once Blunt got his mitts on Twitter. He's 
been trolling his trolls, and it's absolutely brilliant. 
The guy is certifiably funny - who'd have thought 
it? When we speak - ostensibly about his return to 
Newmarket Nights (his uncle once ran the Jockey 
Club grounds as an estate manager) - he's just 
landed in Darwin, Australia on his world tour and 
tends towards being both sparing with words, and 
diplomatically restrained in his answers. 

"I had one song that was seriously overplayed 
and when a song gets overplayed it becomes 
annoying, and then people associate the artist 
with that same word," he explains pointedly when 
asked why he thinks he's been the butt of so 
much negativity. 

Is he still fond of the track in question, You're 
Beautiful There's a weighty pause before he 
replies with a protracted "Yeah": “That's the 


cornerstone of my career. It'd be a much smaller 
world tour without it; it'd be a tour of North 
London. Haha." 

The man born James Hillier Blount in Wiltshire 
40 years ago has sold more than 17 million albums 
and 20 million singles, and still can't walk down 
the street in Europe without being hounded by 
grabby fans but he seems strangely bemused 
by the fact his music strikes such a chord with a 
certain chunk of listeners: "I think I spend a lot of 
time trying to get the songs right when I'm writing 
them so they're just genuine and honest and they 
mean something to me and hopefully perhaps 
people connect with them because of that." 

Not much of a thinker you might conclude but 
Blunt becomes far less brief when it comes to his 
haters and trolls - and how he deals with them. 

"If someone calls me a one-hit wonder, it's 
worth reminding them that they're a none-hit 
wonder," he laughs shrilly. “I wouldn't say I'm 
hitting back, I'm just laughing at the way we all 
take it so seriously. Twitter is just an opinion- 
based platform. To focus on any one opinion and 
take it to heart is silly. 

"Even the fact that Twitter makes the news is 
mad really because it's some guy on his own in 
his bedroom probably with his trousers round his 
ankles firing off nasty words. 

"But I play a concert at Newmarket say, where 
there'll be 20,000 people who will turn up, some 
of them will have bought albums, they definitely 
bought those tickets, they might have booked 
hotels and trains to get there and some of them 
will have queued up outside and yet we focus not 
on the 20,000 but on the guy on his own at home 
who couldn't even be bothered to pull his trousers 
up from round his ankles to say he didn't like my 
songs."

WE are on the brink of this year’s Cambridge News- 
backed Cambridge Summer Music Festival. 

Promising a varied series of concerts in the likes of 
King's College Chapel, churches, cobbled courtyards 
and the Fitzwilliam Museum, you'll be able to dip into 
large-scale choral works, chamber pieces and intimate 
solo recitals, jazz concerts, world music and a full 
programme for children. 

The festival marks the 100th anniversary of the start 
of the First World War, and has taken as its theme 
'brief lives'. 

Concerts will feature many works by many 
composers and poets whose lives and talents were cut 
short - including composer George Butterworth and 
poets Rupert Brooke and Wilfred Owen - and others 
who were deeply affected by the Great War, such as 


Edward Elgar and Ivor Gurney. 

An elegiac and reflective tone will be set at the 
opening Festival Chorus concert, when singers from all 
over East Anglia come together to perform at King's 
College Chapel under international choral conductor 
John Rutter. Faure's exquisite Requiem, Vaughan 
Williams' other-worldly Serenade to Music and 
Barber's Adagio will feature. 

Other concerts will explore war themes explicitly. 

In what promises to be a moving recital, entitled In 
Flanders Fields, English baritone Roderick Williams and 
pianist Gary Matthewman build their programme on 
aspects of war, ranging from its so-called 'nobility' to 
the horror of life in the trenches and the devastating 
effects of war. 

Pianist Maria Marchant takes 'Conflict and 


Memories' as the theme of her solo recital, which 
features Ravel's Le Tombeau de Couperin and 
Debussy's Berceuse Heroique (1914), including bugle 
fanfares calling soldiers to war, and his Elegie (1915), 
composed to pay tribute to the women's war effort. 

Pianist Lucy Parham and actor Henry Goodman will 
present a fascinating words-and-music programme, 
Reverie: The Life and Loves of Claude Debussy. Set in 
Paris in 1918, the First World War is the backdrop for 
the composer's life story, told in his own words. 

In another large-scale concert, the legendary 
Sir Roger Norrington will direct the Zurcher 
Kammerorchester and Zurcher Sing-Akademie in 
a performance of Bach's masterpiece, the St John 
Passion. Other well-known names gracing this year's 
festival include charismatic cellist Natalie Clein in the 


finale concert. She will perform alongside pianist Katya 
Apekisheva and violinist Fredrik Paulsson. . 

Festival favourites, the Aurora Orchestra, joined 
by Thomas Gould's new group Man Overboard, will 
showcase music from the sparkling swing era of the 
1920s and 30s and, returning by popular demand, 4 
Girls, 4 Harps will present four virtuoso harpists in full 
flight, all 40 fingers flying. 

There will also be a healthy smattering of jazz, folk 
and world music. Festival newcomers, the Vocalis 
Chamber Choir from Buffalo, New York, exemplify 
this diversity in a choral programme that ranges from 
Palestrina and Byrd, via traditional American hymns 
and sprituals, to Dolly Parton. 

Then there's the Mayor's Concert with jazz singer 
Jacqui Dankworth.

CHEF (IS, 114 mins) 

IF food be the music of love then Chef 
composes a mouth-watering symphony 
of Cuban flavours to delight the palate of 
World Cup-weary audiences, who crave 
a heart-warming drama garnished with 
gentle humour. 

Written and directed by Jon Favreau, 
this uplifting confection works to a tried 
and tested recipe of triumph against 
adversity, and taps into the rising 
popularity of food trucks as a lunchtime 
hang-out for famished American office 
workers. 

Snappily edited scenes of high-quality 
produce being transformed into plates 
of calorie-loaded deliciousness make 
any hot dogs, nachos and popcorn from 
the concessions stand look bland by 
comparison. 

Be grateful that the Smell-O-Vision and 
AromaRama systems, which heightened 
the immersive experience of films 
by releasing scents into the theatre, 
never gained traction otherwise Chef's 
114-minute running time would be 
exquisite, stomach-rumbling agony. 

By the end credits, my appetite was well 
and truly whetted for one of the film's 
Cubano pressed sandwiches filled with 
juicy roast pork, boiled ham and molten 
Swiss cheese. 

The culinary wizard responsible for this 
raging hunger is Carl Casper (Favreau), 
who is the star attraction at a Los Angeles 
restaurant owned by Riva (Dustin 
Hoffman). 

Prestigious food critic Ramsey Michel 
(Oliver Platt), who reportedly sold his 



online blog for $10 million, makes a 
reservation at the restaurant and Carl 
excitedly plans a new tasting menu with 
sous chef Tony (Bobby Cannavale), line 
cook Martin (John Leguizamo) and sassy 
hostess Molly (Scarlett Johansson). 

"You know what I would do? Play your 
hits," argues Riva and he forces Carl to 
revert to his signature dishes. 

Ramsey's poor review, which berates 
Carl for resting on his laurels, ignites a 
bitter war of words on Twitter. 

"You wouldn't know a good meal if 
it sat on your face!" the chef informs 
Ramsey. 

Their argument spirals out of control 
and Carl publicly quits his job. 

Ex-wife Inez (Sofia Vergara) invites 
Carl to accompany her and their young 
son Percy (Emjay Anthony) to Miami to 
reconnect with his roots. 

In familiar surroundings, Carl entertains 


Inez's canny suggestion of a food 
truck and the chef transforms a worn- 
out vehicle into a mobile eaterie par 
excellence with help from Percy and 
Martin. 

Chef wears its heart on its olive 
oil-spattered sleeve, establishing an 
emotional divide between Carl and his 
son, which might be bridged as they 
spend valuable time together on the road. 

Social media assumes a pivotal role in 
the script and Favreau employs sparing 
visual effects to illustrate how Percy 
builds word of mouth for the food truck 
by harnessing the power of the internet. 

Favreau and Anthony are an adorable 
pairing, and Robert Downey Jr injects 
ribald humour to his fleeting scenes as 
Inez's germ-phobic first ex-husband. 

Heartfelt scenes of confession and 
reconciliation ensure tears flow as freely 
as the overpriced vino from Riva's cellar. 
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A taste of 
summer 


IMAGINE stepping out on to your patio to pick 
fresh herbs for your cooking - from fragrant basil 
to accompany ripe tomatoes and mozzarella, 
coriander to sprinkle on spicy curries and salads, 
mint to add to your PimnTs or rosemary to 
sprinkle over lamb chops on the barbecue. Sounds 
idyllic doesn’t it? 

Fresh herbs are such a 
staple in today's kitchens, 
yet the shop-bought ones so 
often end up wilting on the 
windowsill before you've had 
time to use them. 

If you are planning a herb 
garden or a group of herbs 
in pots, place them near the 
kitchen where they are easily 
accessible. A small collection 
can be planted in a cartwheel 
pattern, or even in a planter 
with separate pockets, each 
segment planted with a different herb. 

On a larger scale, a bed can be divided into 
segments, each for a different herb, fringed with a 
dwarf hedge such as lavender to define the edges. 

Formal herb gardens are traditionally round or 
square, often with a clipped low-growing hedge 
around the outside and something bigger, such as 
a bay in a large pot or a sundial or birdbath, in the 


middle, with a mixture of herbs filling the space. 

Informal herb gardens are easier to tend to as 
you can mix the herbs to include both perennials 
and annuals, adding plants such as lavender and 
foxgloves to give the area a bit more colour. 

When planting a border of herbs, place the 

tallest at the back so they don't 
shade out the smaller ones. 
Angelica grows up to 2m (6ft) 
and will self-seed freely. Mint 
and lemon balm are invasive 
so should be planted in pots or 
buckets in the ground so their 
roots are confined and don't 
swamp other less vigorous 
plants. 

Groups of symmetrically 
arranged raised beds provide 
an easy and attractive way to 
cultivate a wide range of herbs 
without having to tread on soil, 
plus you can cater for the soil and watering needs 
of different herbs. 

You can just as easily grow pots of herbs on 
your patio or in a windowbox in the right situation 
and with the right soil. 

Most herbs used for cooking and for their 
fragrance are natives of the Mediterranean and 
do best in warm sunny conditions in well-drained 


OARD^H 
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soil, with added grit. 

Those in containers may need daily watering in 
hot weather but some, such as basil, will resent 
going to bed at night with wet leaves or sodden 
compost, so water in the morning before they are 
in direct sunlight. 

Many herbs don't like rich, moisture-retentive 
growing conditions, so you'll need to give them 
what they need. Coriander doesn't like being 
crowded and won't thrive in cool conditions, 
parsley is greedy and requires a rich, moisture- 
retentive soil, while thyme prefers poor, very 


well-drained soil. 

Basil likes warmth and shelter but won't do well 
in searing sun, so grow it in pots of soilless potting 
compost in semi shade. 

Remove the flowers from shortlived leafy herbs 
such as chervil and basil to keep them growing 
longer and from coriander and dill if you don't 
want seeds but would rather have the leaves. 

Before too long, you should be able to pick 
aromatic, flavoursome herbs from your garden 
rather than veering towards the wilting leaves of 
the shop-bought ones on your windowsill.

Time is money, when buying a home 



Greg Van Dicks, director at 
Pocock and Shaw, gives some 
advice for buyers. 

THE true cost of moving 
home should always be 
counted in more than 
monetary terms. There is the 
cost of time and the emotional 
toll as well. 

Time is one of the key 
components to a successful 
sale. Nowadays, transactions 
seem to be taking longer than 
ever. There is no political will 
to speed things up: in fact 
new legislation and financial 
guidelines are acting to slow 
things down. 

So if the authorities and 
service sectors aren’t going 
to help it is up to the buying 
and selling public to help 


themselves. Fortunately there 
are some good ways of doing 
this. 

Think ahead 

Buyers are now hampered 
further by fresh rules from 
the lenders who are being 
far more inquisitive about 
our earnings and spending 
habits. All this occupies yet 
more time, and many bank 
and building society branches 
are taking two, three and 
even four weeks to interview 
applicants in the first place. 

So buyers should think 
ahead and get their funds in 
place early. They should also 
remember that if they have 
an ‘in principle’ mortgage 
arrangement which is more 
than a couple of months old 


the new lending criteria rules 
may mean that they can’t 
borrow as much now as they 
were previously told. 

It’s not all down to the buyers 
as there is an onus on the 
seller too. Despite the fact 
that they may be in a hurry, 
have they done all they can 
to ensure their solicitor is 
able to act quickly enough? 
Instructing a solicitor before 
agreeing a sale could shave 
weeks off a transaction. Sellers 
should also question any 
solicitors regarding timescales 
before they hire them. Many 
solicitors shed conveyancing 
staff during the downturn and 
have not replaced them. This 
has resulted in a struggle to 
cope with the dramatic uplift 


in property transactions. Local 
residents should be reassured 
that this certainly isn’t the 
case when it comes to the law 
firms in Ely. 

Thinking ahead and not cutting 
corners will help buyers and 
sellers enormously to save 
time and worry. Cheap estate 
agents and conveyancers may 
sound attractive at the start of 
a sale or purchase. However, 
their true cost in money, 
time and anguish can only 
be really counted during and 
at the end of a transaction.
